New York in the Olden Time. 


A OIJMPSK OF I)CTCH SOCIETY. 
(From Stone’* History of New York.) 
The Dutch of New Amsterdam were distin­ 
guished for their good nature, love of home 
and cordial hospitality. 
Fast young men. 
lute hours and fashionable dissipation were 
unknown. There was, nevertheless, plenty of 
Opportunity for healthful recreation. Holidays 
wore abundant, o tell family h iving some of 
Its own, rich us birthdays, christenings aud 
’ marriage anniversaries. Each season, tin), in­ 
troduced its own peculiar aud social festivals 
—the 
“ Quilting," 
“ Apple-Itaudng" and 
“Husking Dees.” Hie work on such occa­ 
sions was soon finished, after which the guests 
eat down to a supper, welt supplied with choc­ 
olate) aud wacks, tho evening terminating 
with a merry dance. 
Dancing was a furorii.* 
amusement. 
Tile alives danced to th- music 
of their Hide instrument* lutlie markets, while 
the maidens and youths practiced the same 
amusement at ’heir soc ial parties and around 
^".y pole on tho Bowling Green. 
“ Dinner parties” In these primitive days 
were unknown; but this seeming lack of social 
Intercourse wa* more than made up by the 
well known aud numerous tau parties. To 
“Uke tea out" was a Dutch institution, and 
one of great Importance. Tile matrons, ar­ 
rayed in their host pelt icoat* and linsey jack­ 
ets, “borne spun" by their own wheel*, would 
proceed OU tile lutended afternoon visit. They 
wore capacious pockets, with scissors, pin­ 
cushion aid keys hanging from their girdle, 
outside of their dress; aud reaching the ncigh- 
bor'i house, the visitors Industriously used 
knitting ueedfe* and tongues at the same 
time. The village gossip waa talked over, 
neigh bors' affairs settled and the stockings 
finished by tea time, when the important meal 
appeared on the Uble precisely at six o'clock. 
This was always the occasion for the display 
of the family plate, with the Lilliputian cups, 
of rare old family china, oat of which the 
guests sipped the fragrant herb. 
A large 
lump of loaf sugar invariably accompanied 
mob cu(i, on a little plate, and the delightful 
beverage was sweetened by en occasional nib­ 
ble, amid the more solid articles of waffles 
aud Du tell dough nuU. 
A model housekeeper rose at eock-crowing, 
breakfasted with the dawn, and proceeded to 
tho duties of the day; and when the sun 
reached the meridian or “noon-mark,” dinner, 
which was strictly a fatally meal, was on the 
table. 
This domestic timepiece answered 
every purree, so regular were the hours aud 
lives of tho people. 
At one timo there were 
uol more than half-a-dozen docks in New Am­ 
sterdam, with about the same number of 
watches. 
But they were strikingly peculiar 
lo one respect; they Were scarcely everknowu 
to go, and hence were of very little prac­ 
tical utility. 
No watchmaker bud yet found 
it profitable to visit tho settlement; and this 
was a period two centuries before tho Iii- 
vontlon of Tau se clocks. For u long w Idle, 
time waj mark od by hoor-ghtasca and sun­ 
dial*. 
In one cc mer of the room always stood the 
huge oakcu Iruu-boubd chest, brimful of 
household linen, spun by the ladle* of the 
family, who delighted to display these domes­ 
tic richC3 to their visitors. 
Later, this plum 
w ardrobe gave place to the “ch u t of drawers," 
due draw *r placed ui*ou the other until the pile 
reached tho coling, with Iii shining brass 
rings and Ucy-holos. Tim bookcase, too, with 
Its complicate I writing-desk, mysterious se- 
cret-drawers aud pigeon-holes, came into Hie 
u'ami lite same period, though both were un­ 
known lo the f any Knickerbockers. 
Sideboards were not Introduced Into Now 
Amsterdam until aker Hie American revolu­ 
tion, aud were entirely of English origin. The 
round tea table also occupied a place in the 
conn r of the parlor, while the largo square 
dining table stood In tire kitchen for daily use. 
In uauthor corner stood the well-known Hol­ 
land cupboard, with glass doors, conspicuous­ 
ly displaying the family plate sud porcelain. 
Little looking-glasses in uarrow block frames 
were iu common use; two or three only of the 
wealthiest burghers possessing larger mirrors, 
elaborately ornamented with gilding and flow­ 
ers. 
About 1730, the sconce came in fashion 
—a hanging or projecting candlestick, with a 
mirror to reflect the raya This wa* a very 
showy article, giving a fine light to the room*. 
After this period pier and mantel-glasaes came 
Into fashion. 
Pictures, such a* they wore, 
abounded; but they were, for the most part, 
poor engraving* of Dutch cl tire and naval en­ 
gagements. Chint* calico of inferior quality 
formed the only window-evtaios, without mu

Ii addison to these, the 
parlor was decorate (Itll one Or two chairs 
having embreidere#skds and backs, the handi­ 
work of the daughters. Borne of the oldest 
families also dbplaj’a in their best rooms two 
chairs with cushiony of tapestry or velvet 
trimmed with Ive. I About the year 1700, 
cane seats became fashionable, and thirty 
years after came til leather chairs, worth 
from live to ten dolly* each. 
These led the 
fashion about thirty! par8 more, when molto* 
cany and black til nut chairs, with their 
crimson damask cif dons, appeared. 
But the most oi ifimei.tal piece of furniture 
in the parlor was tis bed, with its heavy cur­ 
tains and valance of amlet. No mattresses were 
there, but a subsLgtisl bed of live geese feath­ 
ers, with a very Uglt one of down for the cov­ 
ering. These bed* were the boast and pride 
of the most rejpodtible Dutch matrons, and, 
with their well lied chests of home-made 
linen, supplied tiler claims to skill iii bou-e- 
keeping. 
A chee', covering cased the bed 
uud pillows; the Heels were made of home­ 
spun linen; and over tho whole was thrown a 
bod-qullt of patchwork, wrought into every 
conceivable stupe and pattern. 
Tile Sundays iii New Amsterdam were more­ 
over I tetter observed by its inhabitants than 
at the present ii iv. 
All classes, array ed in 
their best, then attended the public services of 
religion; and til* people, almost exclusively 
Calvinists, attended 
tho Dutch Reformed 
church. The “knock," or bell-ringer and e"X- 
ton, was an important jH-rsonage on the Sab­ 
bath. 
He not only summoned the congrega­ 
tion by tho sound of the church-going lie!!, but 
donned a procession of himself and his assis­ 
tants lo carry tho cushions of Hie burgomas­ 
ters and n< iiejK'i i from the city hall to the 
|K’w i appropriated to there officials. At the 
sumo time the “sellout" went bis rounds, to 
see that quiet w.tK kept In the streets during 
[Divine worship, aud alxo to stop the game* of 
the negro slaves and Indians—to v. horn the 
Sabbath was allowed a* a day of recreation, 
cw q * during c lureb hoars. 
I Small pieces of w ampum were obtained by 
Hie deacons, and sold at groat vulue to the 
head* of the Dutch families. 
These, having 
been distributed among Hic different members 
of families, were tbeu taken to church, and 
deposited in Hie collectlon-bags, which were 
attached to long poles. Such was the custom I 
a long while; nor, Iii some of the Interior I 
Dutch settlements, has It been entirely aband-1 
ouod at the present day. 
Formerly, a small 
bell was attached to the bottom of th* bag*, 
to remind the drowsy of the collection. 
The 
deacons, being thus prepared to receive the 
benefactions of the congregation, presented 
themselves in front of the pulpit, when, the 
dominie having addressed a few appropriate 
words to them, they forthwith proceeded to 
collect the contributions. 
At that day also 
the “Koorleser, " or clerk, occupied a little 
I)cw In front of the pulpit, bolding in his hand 
a rod, on the end of which all notice* were 
placed, and thus passed up to tho dominie.— 
The moment the minlater readied the pulpit 
stairs be offered a private prayer, holding hi* 
hat before his face, until, having sought the 
ald of the Lord and Master, be ascended tho 
•acred desk. 
The Dutch ladle* wore no bonnets, a* Is still 
the fashion with some of the German emigrants 
who now arrive at Castle Garden. 
At New 
Amsterdam the fashionable dross was a col­ 
ored petticoat rat Ire* abort (fur ease iii walk­ 
ing), waist Jacket, colored hose of homespun 
wooL and higb-hodOd shoos, suitable to a city 
destitute of pAKemcnU or sidewalks of any 
kiud. Tho Dotch burghers wore long-waisted 
coats, with skirts reaching almost to their 
ankles, and adorned with large silver buttons. 
Tho wardrobe of a prominent burgomaster at 
tho truusicr of New Amsterdam lo the Britinb 
was as follows: A doth coat, with silver but­ 
tons, worth fifteen dollars; a stuil coat, tori 
dollars; cloth breeches, ten shillings; a doth 
coat, with gimp buttons, seven dollar! ami 
fifty centi; a black doth coat, st vt u dollars; a 
I black v elvet coat, flflocn dollars; a silk coat, 
breeches ur d doublet, six dollars; silver ch db 
breech** aud doublet, Avo dollars; a v stvet 
waistcoat, with silver lace, five dollar."; a bull 
coat and silk sleeves, five dollars; three g.a s- 
gre. ti cloaks, six dollars each; bed I s several 
old fuib*. To there aLo n:u/l be added linen, 
bore, alares with silver buckles, u calic with 
an Ivory bield, and a bab 
It may be doubted

an assortment of co.a\ punUioofG and vests 
us lilts official Dutchman, thur predecessor, 
ta “yo olden lime.”

walked off. 
lie soon returned armed with a 
pair of blacksmith’s pinchers, aud seizing the 
head of Ute stick with a firm grip, pulled it 
up boldly, and walked off with it iu triumph, 
rem ark lug, soUo ooca, 'I gust* somebody else 
is footed this time.’ Bot what is the world 
co rn mg to? That half dollar was bogus.”

GREAT BRITAIN.
